Leslie Weiskopf helps care for a sick, 
elderly couple in one of Andover’s housing 
complexes. Because the wife can’t keep track 
of her husband’s daily medication, Ms. 
Weiskopf once suggested she buy a med-cas- 
Sette, a small item that helps assure patients 
pop the proper pills. 

The problem was the woman said she 
couldn't afford it until her next Social Secu- 
rity check arrived. The cost of a med-cas- 
sette? Four dollars, 

“If you don’t have $4 to go out and get 
something like that, then things are pretty 
bad,” said Ms. Weiskopf, a community- 
health nurse with VNA HomeCare. “To look 
at them, you would never know, but they do 
have a very hard time making ends meet 
and they do have two incomes.” 

This couple is not alone, 

Nearly one third of Andover’s poor are 
senior citizens. 

According to the most recent census — and 
Andover’s population has changed only a 
halfpercent since then — there are 280 senior 
citizens living in poverty.

Several residents expressed concern to 
selectmen Monday night about a plan by Bay 
State Gas Co. to dig up portions of several 
streets and some lawns, primarily in West 
Andover, during the next three years. 

3ay State Gas is increasing the pressure 
in its high-pressure distribution system that 
services parts of Lawrence, Methuen, North 
Andover and Andover in order to meet 
demand for natural gas in the area. During a 
presentation at the selectmen’s meeting 
Monday night, officials said the project will 
involve evaluating existing gas mains, cus- 
tomer-service lines and other equipment, 
and upgrading them as needed. It also will 
involve replacing indoor water meters with 
outside meters in cases where service-line 
work is going to be done anyway.

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Court finds against Telemachus Demoulas

For the second time in a little 
more than a year, a state Superi 
or Court judge last week ruled 
against Telemachus “Mike” 
Demoulas, of 72 Haggetts Pond 
Road, in the case charging him 
and his family with taking hun 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
assets from the family of his 
brother, the late George 
Demoulas. 

The judge ordered that those 
assets, estimated to be worth 
$500 million to $800 million, be 
fully restored to Demoulas Super 
Markets Inc. 

“It’s the most complete victo 
ry I ever received,” said Robert 
C. Gerrard, lead attorney for the 
family of George Demoulas. “She 
found for us on every claim and 
gave us precisely what we want- 
ed.” 

Mr. Gerrard called the finding 
“marvelous” and well document- 
ed. 

“This is a very sound decision 
so I’m confident that it will with- 
stand any attack on appeal,” Mr, 
Gerrard said. 

It appears the decision will be 
tested. 

“Telemachus Demoulas and 
his family see yesterday’s ruling 
by Judge Maria Lopez as a ‘gross 
miscarriage of justice.’ Had the 
case been heard by a jury or by a 
more neutral judge, as we had 
requested, we think that the out- 
come would have been dramati- 
cally different,” the Telemachus 
Demoulas family said in a pre- 
pared statement. ‘We will appeal 
and we expect to have the higher 
court overturn this outrageous 
decision.” 

Judge Maria I. Lopez found 
Mr. Demoulas, his wife, Irene 
Demoulas, son, Arthur TT. 
Demoulas, daughter, Frances 
Kettenbach, and Glorianne Farn- 
ham, Market Basket Inc., Doric 
Development Corp. and Lee Drug 
Inc. liable for diverting millions 
of dollars in assets away from 
Demoulas Super Markets Inc. 
and the widow and children of 
George Demoulas. 

The plaintiffs included 
Evanthea Demoulas, George’s 
wife, who lives in Lexington and 
Boca Raton, Fla.; a daughter, 


Diana Merriam of Boxford; a 
son, Arthur S. Demoulas, who 
lives in Cambridge; and the wife 
and daughter of the late Evan 
Demoulas, who live in the origi 
nal family home in Dracut 

Last Thursday's decision ends 
the second phase of a three-part 
case, Mr, Gerrard said. At stake 
is What share of an estimated 
$1.4 billion fortune the George 
Demoulas family is entitled to, 
he said 

The first Demoulas supermar 
ket was founded in 1917 by 
Arthur and Kphrosine 
Demoulas, the parents of George 
and Mike Demoulas, In 1954, the 
two brothers bought the busi 
ness from their parents and 
began to build the business into 
the more than 50-store operation 
it is today. At the time of 
George’s death in 1971, the two 
brothers each owned half of the 
business. 


In the first case, decided in 
May 1994, it was alleged that 
Mike Demoulas had allegedly 
promised his brother that he 
would look after and protect the 
50-percent share of the family 
business that George had left his 
wife and children. Attorneys for 
George’s family offered evidence 
during that trial of a systematic 


hostile takeover by Mike of 


George’s family’s share of the 
business enterprises. In that 
case, Judge Lopez found the 
Mike Demoulas family liable of 
defrauding his brother’s family 
of $400 million to $800 million in 
assets over 20 years. 

In last week’s decision, Judge 
Lopez again found the Mike 
Demoulas family liable, this time 
for diverting assets and real 
estate from Demoulas Super 
Markets to Market Basket, 
which is owned by the 
Telemachus Demoulas family, 
and other holdings of his family 
or businesses under their con- 
trol, according to court docu- 
ments. The decision ordered the 
transfer of all assets and liabili- 
ties of Market Basket, Doric 
Development and 231 Realty to 
Demoulas Super Markets within 
21 days.

license to practice law

The state Supreme Judicial Court 
last week temporarily suspended the 
license of former Andover attor ney 
Grover Nix III to practice law in Mas- 

sachusetts. The action came after Mr. 
Nix was convicted in June of defraud- 
ing a client out of $80,000. 

Mr. Nix, 52, formerly of 64 Central 
St. and now living in California, was 
convicted in Suffolk Superior Court 
June 19 of four counts of larceny. He 
was sentenced to two consecutive jail 
terms of not less than four years and 
not more than five years, both of 
which were suspended pending proba- 
tion conditions that include restitution 
of $80,000 to the victim, according to 
court documents. 

As a result of his suspension, Mr. 
Nix was required to withdraw from 
any activities as counsel, submit a list 
of all his pending cases and fiduciary 
activities, and to resign from any posi- 
tions he held as administrator, execu- 
tor, ete. 

His case was referred to the Board 
of Bar Overseers for further proceed- 
ings, including further investigation 
and possibly additional disciplinary 
action, according to the court papers. 

Mr. Nix was admitted to the Mas- 
sachusetts bar on Jan. 2, 1969. He 
became a prominent local attorney and 
also opened an office in California 
before running into financial difficul- 
ties in the early ’90s. Mr. Nix lost his 
Central Street home to foreclosure in

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Frank Vacerca named principal of Tech School

Frank Vacirca, academic coordina- 
tor at Greater Lawrence Technical 


School, has been named principal of 


the school as of September, 

Mr. Vacirca was appointed Tuesday. 
Wednesday morning he said the posi- 
tion will provide him the opportunity 
to expand his work to improve the aca- 
demic programming at the school. 

“T’m a big cheerleader for that 
school,” he said. 

The school was always run by a 
superintendent and an assistant super- 
intendent, but changes brought by the 
Education Reform Act of 1993 required 
that a principal be named. Marsha 
McDonough, superintendent of the 
Tech, has been acting principal since 
1993, but certain requirements of the 
Ed Reform Act also made serving in 
the dual role difficult. For example, the 


expulsion of a student is the decision of 


the principal, but the student’s appeal 
is to the superintendent. Having one 
person in both jobs nullifies the due 
process. according to Mr. Vacirca. 

Mr. Vacirca will oversee the 
school’s staff evaluations and student 
discipline. He already has a school 
safety and environment plan, drawn 
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up last year with 
the help of Linda 
DeLucia, a parent, 
and staff members, 

“I’m very opti- 
mistic because | 
really do think we 
have a bunch of 
good kids that are 
overshadowed by a 
few that drive us 
crazy,” Mr. Vacir- 
ca said. 

He said he plans 
for his new job to 
involve a lot more 
than just discipline. 

“I wanted more responsibility to do 
things,” Mr. Vacirea said.

The school’s Massachusetts Educa- 
tion Assessment Program numbers are 
up, and the academic standards are up 
in certain areas, but he wants to 
expand those achievements through- 
out the school, Mr. Vacirea said. 

He will be in charge of improving 
curriculum, instructional services and 
rating of student performance. As man- 
dated by the state, an effort will contin- 
ue to combine academic and vocational 


programs more and more, he said. 

“T’ve been doing a lot of research on 
the job as academic coordinator,” he 
said. 

Mr. Vacirea said he wants to try to 
increase the school population. The 
student population will be about 1,400 
this year, down from more than 1,500 
last year. At one point in the late ‘70s, 
the Tech School had more than 2,000 
students, although Mr. Vacirea said 
that would be too many for the pro- 
grams the school has now. 

Mr. Vacirca, 46, of Newburyport, 
was chosen for the position by Ms. 
McDonough. He was picked over 
Modesto Maldonado, assistant superin- 
tendent, who had also applied for the 
job. A committee of teachers, a student, 
a parent of a student and a School Com- 
mittee member unanimously recom- 
mended Mr. Vacirca for the job. 

Mr. Vacirca started as an English 
teacher at the Tech 24 years ago this 
September. He became English Depart- 
ment chairman, served as soccer 
coach, part-time guidance counselor, 
taught summer school and served as 
community affairs coordinator. He was 
curriculum coordinator “for a stint” 
and most recently was academic coor- 
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dinator. 

Mr. Vacirca became known as the 
“Voice of the Reggies” for his work as 
announcer in the press box at football 
games and at the school’s basketball 
games and sports banquets. 

Mr. Vacirca is proud of having the 
school participate twice in the 
Lawrence Schools Academic Olympics. 
He served the last two years as master 
of ceremonies at the Merrimack Valley 
School Committee’s annual awards 
dinner and is the only vocational 
administrator on the Massachusetts 
Advisory Assessment Council. 


Mr. Vacirca is a five-year member of 
the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
and credits Mike Morris, Enzo Fossella 
and other Andover Chamber leaders 
for helping him expand the Tech’s com- 
munity outreach programs. He would 
like to continue those efforts. 

“T want our school community to 
really be part of the entire regional 
community,” Mr. Vacirea said. “I think 
we have to keep taking more owner- 
ship for our school, for our kids, and 
that the kids themselves have to take 
more ownership for their school, for 
their community.”

affected. 

Robert Aziz, operations manager for Bay 
State Gas, explained that only streets on the 
system getting the increased pressure are 
involved. 

Bay State Gas has three natural gas sys- 
tems that service 6,300 customers in 
Andover. Only the high-pressure system, 
serving about 2,300 customers in town, is 
affected. And that means only those 2,300 ser- 
vice lines will be studied to see if an upgrade 
is required. Basically, the only equipment 
that needs to be replaced is equipment 
installed prior to 1975, Ultimately, only 400 to 
500 services in Andover are likely to require 
work, according to gas company officials. 

The Andover roads on the high-pressure 
line affected are mainly in West Andover, 
but also reach into Ballardvale and the 
downtown. They include Wild Rose Drive, 
Hemlock Road, Holly Terrace, River Road, 
North Street, Greenwood Road, Cross Street, 
Lowell Street, Lovejoy Road, Bellevue Road, 
Blanchard Street, Argilla Road, Andover 
Street, Dascomb Road, Tewksbury Street, 
High Street, Pine Street, Elm Street and 
Lupine Road, and smaller roads off those 
roads. 

The actual work will likely begin in the 
spring of 1996 and take about three years to 
complete. 

“Our goal will be to do everything possible 
to minimize any inconvenience along the 
way for our customers, their neighbors, and 


the public at large,” said Bill Caffrey, Bay 
State spokesman. 

Sometimes the work will only involve dig- 
ging a three- to four-foot hole in the street to 
replace valves. In some cases, new plastic 
service lines will be slipped through the old 
service lines to prevent digging up lawns and 
driveways. In some cases a hole will be dug 
next to a resident’s foundation to change 
equipment there. In those cases, the gas com- 
pany will also try to get the resident to agree 
to have the meter moved outside. 

Any customers affected by the project will 
be contacted in advance, Mr. Caffrey said. 

Robert Berger, of 26 Hemlock Road, had 
several questions for gas officials. He said 
his street was paved just two years ago and 
that several patches already in the road look 
terrible. He also recently had a new lawn and 
shrubs planted, and had his cellar renovated. 
Mr. Berger said he had a bad experience 
with Bay State Gas once before, when he 
lived on the South Shore, and didn’t want a 
repeat of that experience. He said this is a 
project to increase gas company projects, 
and that he saw no reason why he should 
have to be inconvenienced or his property 
damaged. “What I’m being asked to do here 
is participate in a project that I’m gaining 
nothing from,” Mr. Berger said. 

Mr. Berger suggested the town require 
that a bond be posted by Bay State Gas that 
could be used to pay for properties that are 
not fully restored to residents’ satisfaction. 

“There’s no mention of any guarantees,”

Mr. Berger said. 

He asked Mr. Aziz what would 
happen if a resident chose not to 
allow the upgrade. Mr. Aziz said 
state and federal regulations 
require certain work to be done 
for the upgrade. The gas compa- 
ny will do everything it can with- 
in reason not to disrupt the lives 
and property of homeowners, 
and to restore properties after 
work is done. But once the com- 
pany decides to do an upgrade, if 
somebody decides that anything 


the gas company does won’t be 
good enough, that person will 
then have to decide whether he 
or she wants to continue with 
gas service or change to another 
service company, Mr. Aziz said. 

But Mr. Aziz stressed that the 
gas company is not going any- 
where, that it is here to stay and 
that it is not in business to wreck 
people’s property.

Mr. Berger said 147 homes are affected in 
his neighborhood.

Selectman Gerald Silverman supported 
the gas company’s record with the board and 
with the town.

Selectman Larry Larsen said 
that no matter what happens, the gas compa- 
ny has to come back to the board to get the 
work approved before it can move forward 
with the project. 

Mr. McQuade said the town has asked Bay 
State to make a request to do the work on an 
entire street or area at one time, to minimize 
the disruption in the neighborhood. 
Schools update 

In other news from the selectmen’s meet- 
ing, Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, told 
selectmen work is on schedule at all three 
school construction projects — at South, San- 
born and the Andover High schools — and 
that schools are expected to open on time. 

“We are moving ahead and we are moving 
ahead quickly. We are going to have school 
Sept. 7,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Responding to a recent newspaper article, 
Mr, Stapezynski said it is not true that there 
will be no indoor track in the new gymnasi- 
um at the High School or that the outdoor 
playground equipment has been cut from the 
South School project. He said the High 
School project originally included two 
indoor tracks, one suspended above the oth- 
er, but that the raised track was cut because 
of its expense.

More historical firsts in Andover

ndover is about to have its 
350th anniversary. Here is a 
selection in a series entitled 


“Some Andover Firsts” written by 
Eleanor Motley Richardson for 
your local history knowledge and 
to encourage you to buy Andover, 
A Century of Change: 1896-1996. 
The book will be available Oct. 1. 


Town life 

The first town sewer system con- 
struction began 1898. Town Meeting 
voted $80,000 for the project. The 
Andover Townsman reported in 1898 
that Italians working on the new sew- 
er were being paid 12% cents per hour, 
or 13% cents for experts. The Board of 
Public Works reported in 1903 that 
they had made 367 sewer connections. 

The Eighth Annual Report of the 
Water Commissioners, dated Jan. 12, 
1897, states, “The only proper and just 
way to equalize water rates, when 
more than one faucet is used on the 
same premises, is to measure the 
water used.” The first water meters 
were introduced that year. 

A trial week of electric street light- 
ing was conducted in 1889. The first 
contract with Andover Electric for 
electric streetlights was made Sept. 
21, 1891. The contract provided for 31 
arc lamps at 1200 candlepower each, 
and 56 incandescents at 25 candlepow- 
er each. Lights would stay on until 
12:30 a.m. Beyond that contract, Town 
Meeting had to vote for each new 


streetlight to be installed at a cost of 
$70 per year for are lights, and $16 per 
year for incandescents. Articles for 
individual streetlights were posted on 
the warrants for years afterward. 

Poles were set for the first elec- 
tronic railway (trolley) from Andover 
to Lawrence in 1891. “A horse of con- 
tractor Locke was left hitched in front 
of the Tyer Rubber Factory. An elec- 
tric car went by and startled the ani- 
mal. The horse did considerable dam- 
age to the car before anyone could 
manage to settle him down.” 

The first electronic town fire 
alarm system was introduced in 1898. 
A telephone was installed between 
the pumping station and the superin- 
tendent’s house for communication 
in case of fire. In its annual report, 
the Water Commission observed, 
“The telephone is also a very great 
convenience in the ordinary routine 
work.” 

The first Park Commission was 
created in 1896. Town Meeting voted 
to purchase Richardson field, corner 
of Chestnut and Bartlet streets, on 
March 6, 1899, for use as a public 
park. The first bandstand was built in 
The Park in 1910. Pomps Pond was 
first opened to the public Aug, 1, 1923. 

Selectnnen were authorized to 
name the streets of the town formally 
for the first time in 1901. The first 
committee members were William 
Goldsmith, Samuel H. Boutwell and 
John S. Stark. They had first begun 
numbering the streets in 1894. 

Columbus Day was first celebrated 
in 1910.

here for the first time outside of the ship’s 
cruise journal, The photos are of the salute of 
the Japanese commander as he came aboard 
the Columbia to negotiate occupation terms; 
emaciated Japanese soldiers and sailors 
standing at attention on the atoll as the 
American general passed; and the wrecked 
airplanes littering what once was one of 
Japan’s largest airfields. 

“There was nothing left of it. It was flat- 
tened. Only one building was left standing,” 
said Mr, Cole. “One and only one plane... 
would have been flyable.” 

What had almost as much impact on Mr, 
Cole was the survival of the island’s natives. 
During the Allied bombings and the year- 
long blockade, he said the natives managed 
to avoid both the Japanese and the Ameri- 
cans, appearing healthy and well-fed when 
the Americans landed.

“T had them tucked away with a lot of 
mementos from the war,” said Donald Sher- 
man, of Smithshire Estates. “When they 
started talking about the 50th anniversary, I 
started looking back.” 

As a member of the 133rd anti-aircraft 
gun battalion, Mr. Sherman fought in 
Europe during 1944 and 1945. When victory 
there seemed assured, his battalion was sent 
to England to train in recognizing Japanese 
aircraft instead of German. 

His battalion was about to ship out to join 
the war in the Pacific when word of the 
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As 


Japanese surrender came. 

“Everybody just breathed a 
sign of relief that it was all over 
and we’d be going home soon,” 
said Mr. Sherman. 

With its headline proclaiming 
“War Ends,” the Aug. 15, 1945 
edition of The Stars and Stripes - 
the newspaper of the armed 
forces — was very popular with 
the troops, according to Mr. 
Sherman,

papers back to the states in good

With the 50th anniversary of 
victory, Mr. Sherman brought 
out the old issues, and the memo- 
ries of the final days of war. 

The newspapers contained 
pictures of American POWs 
being released from a camp near 
Yokohama, a description of the 
Nagasaki destruction, and the 
Aug. 14, 1945, statement of a 
Japanese major general, insist- 
ing that the atomic bomb, not the 
entry of Russia, forced Japan to

Gardens soften high tech 

Two local gardens temper the sharp 
edges of high tech. Located in the east 
courtyard of Oliver Wendell Holmes 
Library at Phillips Academy, these 
tiny gardens wrap around two win- 
dows into cyberspace. Glass pyramids 
in the center of the two built-up brick- 
faced gardens let light into the Comput- 
er Literacy Center in the library’s 
below-ground level. They are similar to 
the I.M. Pei-designed glass pyramid 
that lets light into the underground 
addition to the Louvre in France. 

Around them, Carol Figgins, 
Phillips Academy’s horticulturist, has 
planted two low perennial gardens in 
memory of Lee Breed, the mother of 
alumnus George Breed and an active 
gardener. 

Because Ms. Breed loved blue and 
white, which are PA’s colors, Ms. Fig- 
gins planted dwarf French hybrid Mey- 
eri Palibin lilacs, Virgo white roses 
and low blue hollies, intermingled with 
blue and white irises. 

A garden in the glade 

Almost concealed in leafy glade to 
the south of the Addison Gallery of 
American Art at Phillips Academy is 
Cochran Garden. Secrets lie among its 
native New England greens. 

In the southwest corner of this gar- 
den, a protective verdant nook in the 
white-heat of August, stands what 
resembles a Celtic rune with a water- 
ing hollow for hummingbirds. The 
monolith is actually the cornerstone of 
the old Gothic-style 1820s Andover The- 
ological Seminary chapel, which was 
once where the gallery stands now, 
says Ruth Quattlebaum, the Phillips 
archivist. 

“In that fountain there definitely is 
a spirit; maybe that spirit is Mr. 
Cochran,” says Ms. Figgins, A partner 
of J.P. Morgan, Thomas Cochran gave 
generously to rebuild the campus in 
New England Georgian style in the 
1920s. 

But among the heuchera, Canter- 
bury bells and cobblestones, and over- 
shadowed by yarrow and yew, reside 
other spirits, mythical beasts. The 
dozen or so ocher-colored members of a 
ceramic bestiary were created by the 
former visual studies students of 
Audrey Bensley, who taught pottery at 
Phillips. The creatures were left 
behind when the students graduated. 

“Diz Bensley (former head of the art 
department and Audrey’s husband) 
gave me the beast collection. He want- 
ed to give them a home. They’re the 
biggest attraction,” says Ms. Figgins. 
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The tiny gardens at the Oliver Wendell Holmes Library at Phillips 
Academy have glass pyramids that let light into the Computer Litera- 
cy Center in the library’s below-ground level. 
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A dozen or so ocher-colored trolls 
were created by former visual 
studies students at Phillips 
Academy. 


First Essex invests in gardens 

Moving down Main Street, to the 
First Essex Bank across the street from 
CVS, we find another type of garden. 

“For the front of the bank I had in 
mind the small entry areas of the gar- 
den spaces in Back Bay,” says Laura S., 
Rutledge, landscape architect of Berar- 
ducci Rutledge in Boston. 

She designed the four urban gardens 
surrounding the First Essex Bank. The 
imposing brick and granite building 
was once Andover’s post office and is 
listed on the National Register. 

Two Merrill magnolias, hydrangeas 
and golden Stella D’Oro daylilies frame 
the cherry doorway in a stately man- 
ner, 

To border the north-side entrance, 
which is designed for wheelchairs, Ms. 
Rutledge planted small cream white 
Kousa dogwood. 

At the building’s south side, a walk- 
way to the parking lot has become a 
narrow city garden bordered by white 
azaleas, Florida dogwoods and three 
Zelkova trees chosen because their 
branches do not hang down. 

English teak benches invite bank 
patrons to sit a while and count their 
treasures, The hip-roofed automatic 
teller machine is within easy reach. 
Consider these lilies 

Moving west, we visited the Iron

“T have a passion for them; Oriental 
lilies and daylilies are very easy to 
grow,” says Ms. Evans, 

With the help of her daughter, 
Olivia, age 3, Ms. Evans mainly grows 
members of the lily family in the small 
gardens that surround her West 
Andover home. Her lily plantings offer 
a continuum of these tall stately flow- 
ers throughout the warm months, 

Progressing from shades of yellow, 
to salmon, to red, with several bi-col- 
ored specimens, the west-facing 
daylilies put forward flowers all sum- 
mer, although each blossom blooms for 
only a single day. 

Stargazer and trumpet lilies, mem- 
bers of the Asiatic family, are reaching 
their peak now. Ms. Evans’ Japanese 
hybrids unfold later in August. She has 
been experimenting with an unusual 
Crocosmia lily, a miniature rose-col- 
ored lily flower on an iris stalk. 

To solve space considerations, Ms. 
Evans gangs her annuals together in

clay pots on a stone retaining wall. 
Johnston gardens 

Anne and Harold Johnston have 
designed their vegetable and flower 
beds at 18 Nutmeg Lane with more 
than a little strategic planning. 

Because Mr. Johnson has some med- 
ical problems that make it difficult for 
him to kneel down to weed, they 
designed several raised planting beds. 
Each foot-high wooden container mea- 
sures 10 feet by 8 feet for a total of 
almost 500 square feet of controlled 
vegetation. 

The beds contain a seasonally 
changing array of vegetables, includ- 
ing 2-foot-wide cabbages and seven dif- 
ferent varieties of tomatoes. The tallest 
tomato plant reaches well above 6 feet. 

To keep down weeds, the Johnstons 
carpet the walkways with red hemlock 
bark mulch. 

To defend themselves against 
Andover critters, they installed an 
electric fence. After a ravenous 
groundhog with three young in tow 
wiped out their entire garden in one 
night, the Johnstons decided to put up 
a fight. The electric fence keeps out the 
lowdown rodents, says Ms. Johnston, 
but it won’t entirely keep the raccoons 
out of her pale pink champagne grapes. 

The Johnstons call themselves 
organic gardeners. They compost the 
garden waste and turn it back to enrich 
the soil. They do not use pesticides. 
When they constructed their backyard 
garden more than a decade ago, they 
arranged to bring in new topsoil 
because of what they believe is possible 
arsenic contamination in the soil due 
to use of the land as an apple orchard. 

With horticultural tools hanging 
from the hooks in orderly fashion, the 
wooden potting shed is the envy of 
most gardeners who heave their tools 
into some corner of the garage and 
quickly slam the door shut. 

A cement winged garden spirit 
watches over their handiwork.

In fact, Andover has significantly 
more seniors living in poverty than 
Chelmsford, North Andover, Needham 
and Wellesley, all communities with 
similar incomes and populations. 
Approximately 9.1 percent of Andover 
seniors can be classified as poor, more 
than twice the percentage living in 
places such as Lexington and Belmont. 

Surprised? Those who work with 
senior citizens in this apparently afflu- 
ent community are not. 


“Actually, I thought it would be 
higher,” Doreen Correnti, director and 
owner of Andover-based Geriatric 
Assistance Inc., said of the 9.1 percent 
figure, “I wouldn't say it’s 25 or 30 per- 
cent, but I would think it’s slightly 
higher. When was the last time the 
census was taken, 1990? It’s closer to 11 
or 12 percent now.” 

“I can tell you a lot of people we see 
are high poverty whether it’s Andover, 
Lawrence or Methuen,” said Deborah 
Reiter, the VNA’s director of commu- 
nity education. “I can guarantee you 
(the nurses) have probably seen stuff 
that you and I wouldn’t want to think 
about.” 


How could this level of poverty go 
unnoticed by the general population in 
what is considered a wealthy town? 

Officials who work with the elderly 
say one of the reasons is because it’s 
difficult to tell when someone is in 
poverty because they may have nice 
belongings, but an insufficient income. 

In fact, Lt. Arthur Ricci, a 20-year 
police veteran, said that although he 
realizes the problem exists, he can’t 
remember a single police report 
requesting help from Elder Services 
because of a serious money problem. 

“T don’t think that you would ever 
know that a senior was in poverty just 
by the physical setting. It’s extremely 

difficult to tell. Most of the folks are 
living in nice homes,” said Ms. Corren- 
ti. 

Another reason seniors can live in 
poverty without people noticing is 


because many are too proud to ask for 
help, said Niki D’Esopo, the outreach 
coordinator at the Andover Senior 
Center. Many have worked their whole 
life and feel embarrassed to seek help. 

“That’s one of the stigmas we're try- 
ing to break through. Pride shouldn’t 
stand in the way of these services,” 
said Ms. D’Esopo. 


Why so high? 

Another question raised by the 
statistics is why Andover would have a 
higher percentage than supposedly- 
similar communities. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski 


everyone returns town surveys. Addi- 
tional information on how well 
Andover is doing to reach senior citi- 
zens may be available this fall after the 
town compiles the results of a recent 
health-department survey. Nearly 45 
percent of the people who received a 
survey responded. 


During conversations some health 
providers did comment positively on 
Andover’s efforts and on the communi- 
cation among different agencies, 
Andover’s Meals on Wheels program 
also reaches about 45 people, said Ms.

Nike D’Esopo, outreach coordinator at the Senior Center 


suggests that the type of housing 
offered to seniors in this area may help 
explain the difference. 

“I think the issue that you have to 
look at in Andover is the number of 
affordable housing we have. I think it’s 
not a coincidence that the number of 
affordable housing is around 10 per- 
cent,” he said. 

Another theory is that a high tax 
rate can force older homeowners into a 
difficult position. “Yes, there is the 
expression that people are house poor. 
That’s a valid point and I would have 
to think that through a bit more,” con- 
ceded Mr. Stapezynski. “I would think 
that’s why the tax-voucher program 
we initiated has been so popular. 

“(But) the percent isn’t really at 
issue. What's at issue is, are these peo- 
ple being served,” he said. “My con- 
cern is not so much on the numbers 
but are there services to provide a safe- 
ty net for these folks.” 

Mr. Stapcezynski points to surveys 
that show Andover is providing for 


D’Esopo. 

“I think that this town supports 
families in that they have the Council 
(on Aging), the center and I don’t know 
many towns that give the built-in sup- 
port that this town does,” said 
Margaret Penkus, a health and elder- 
care specialist. 

But many seniors, particularly ill 
seniors, live sheltered lives and others 
are simply too proud to acknowledge 
they have financial problems, said 
elder-care officials. 


Do people fall through the cracks? 

“I’m sure they do. Yes, they certain- 
ly do because unless you have some 
kind of physical problem and go to a 
doctor or get a visiting nurse, people 
don’t realize” the situation, said Ms, 
Weiskopf. “But I would think quite a 


few would be getting service because if 


you can’t buy the right food and if you 
can't afford to go to the doctor then you 
would eventually get sick. Then we 
would see these people.” 


Spending to the 
poverty level

In her mid-70s and unknowingly 
walking on a broken foot, Alice X 
would trek across town to care for 
her wheelchair-bound brother. After 
he died, she had her foot examined 
and came home from the doctor’s 
with a cast on her leg. And then 
things got worse. 

Alice learned her husband was 
gravely ill as well. He died last 
September. 

“Things were going so (badly) that 
I didn’t even think about how things 
were,” she said, her eyes filling with 
memory. 

Alice (who asked that her full 
name not be used to avoid attention) 
is part of what some health-care 
providers consider an under-ser- 
viced, at-risk group: Those who make 
enough to avoid the label of a senior 
in poverty, but who can be forced by 
circumstance to spend themselves 
there. 

“IT see this population as very 
needy,” said Margaret Penkus, a 
health and elder-care specialist for 
Greater Lawrence’s Family Service 
Association, “The people who are 
impoverished definitely get entitle- 
ments, whereas a lot of people I see 
are just above that (poverty) line and 
have to spend down to that level.” 

Alice, a life-long West Andover res- 
ident, is a perfect example of this. 

While her husband was alive, the 
two lived on their Social Security 
checks, their only source of income. 
Although clearly above the poverty 
line, Alice often spent her own money 
to care for her brother, who lived 
alone in a housing complex. 

“She bought him food, she bought 
him clothing and that sort of thing. 
That came out of her pocket,” said 
Ms. Penkus, who helps elders with 
their problems. “My issue or concern 
is that in the health-care system, the 
family’s the backbone because 
they’re the care-givers.” 

As a result, an illness in the family 
frequently will force a senior citizen 
into financial difficulty. For instance, 
when Alice’s husband was sick they 
bought extra medical insurance to fill 
in the gaps in their existing coverage. 
Alice said this coverage “helped a 
lot” during her husband's last 
months, but Ms. Penkus points out 
that the coverage further tapped into 
the family’s strapped income. 

Rising taxes — the other known 
nemesis of seniors on a fixed income 
~ also have affected Alice, and cur- 
rently seem her chief concern. 

According to Alice, when she pur- 
chased her house years ago she fig- 
ured once the mortgage was paid 
she’d be all set. She never counted on 
taxes rising so high they'd make peo- 
ple she knows sell their homes and 
move into housing complexes. 

“When you pay off everything you 
figure everything’s going to be OK,

What does it mean to live in

What does it mean to be a senior in 
poverty? 

According to Leslie Weiskopf, a 
community health nurse, for a woman 
who didn’t work and has lost her hus- 
band it can mean living on a monthly 
$300 Social Security check. 

“They pay about one-third of their 
income for housing, which isn’t much, 


but it doesn’t leave them with much,” 
she said. Because women typically live 
longer than men, “I guess a lot of these 
people living in poverty are women," 

Although each senior’s situation is 
different, there appear to be some com- 
mon living conditions that many 
seniors in poverty exhibit. 

Living standards are typically worse 
for those seniors who have suffered an

but then they come out with different 
taxes. When I retired (12 years ago) the 
taxes weren't so bad,” she said. “It was 
better, too, for me because when my 
husband was living, there were two 


checks. With one check it’s kind of 


hard.” 

Ms. Penkus said struggling with one 
check is “an issue for every partner” 
who’s lost someone. Alice said she 
hopes to become involved in Andover’s 
senior voucher program that allows 
seniors to volunteer their time in 
exchange for a $500 tax voucher, 

But Ms. Penkus said her main con- 
cern revolves around how seniors just 
above the poverty line - who aren’t 


entitled to the same state assistance as 
those technically in poverty — will pay 
for long-term care. With a limited 
income and limited assistance from the 
state, these seniors may not be able to 
hire the help they need. 

Fortunately for Alice, she currently 
appears strong and healthy. This is, 
after all, a woman who cared for her 
brother while walking on a broken 
foot, and who cared for her husband 
while wearing a cast. 


She mows her own lawn and in the 
winter shovels her own driveway. She 
said she doesn’t hire someone because 
“it costs too much to have someone do 

. A couple of times a neighbor 
stopped and helped me out.”

illness and consequently have difficul- 
ty keeping up with chores, such as 
shopping and washing. 

Those who provide elder services 
say poor eating habits, sloppy living 
conditions or poor health — because the 
seniors are not picking up their medi- 
cation — are among the common condi- 
tions. 

According to Niki D’Esopo, the 
Senior Center’s outreach coordinator, 
in some cases there is “misuse of medi- 
cation — skipping a pill here and there 
to make it last longer.” 

Although some seniors are in pover- 
ty on paper because they have trans- 
ferred funds to their children, Doreen 
Correnti, of Geriatric Assistance Inc. 
and a Council on Aging member, said 
most poverty cases are legitimate. And 
when the senior’s family lives far 
away, the senior’s living condition can 
deteriorate quickly — particularly if the 
senior has a physical problem. 

Ms. Correnti said she remembers a 
woman whose high school neighbor 
ran errands for her. 
to college, “it sometimes was two or 
three weeks before she had a (wealth) 
of groceries in the house,” she said. 

“Generally there’s canned goods left 
in the house,” said Ms. Correnti. “It is 
not unusual to see an entire freezer

with two or three entrees in it.” 

“They can’t get to the doctor’s office, 
they can’t get to the grocery store, they 
can’t do anything,” said Ms. Weiskopf, 
describing the life of some of her bed- 
ridden patients. “If you have enough 
money you can pay someone to take 
you someplace, and a lot of people do.” 

While many Andover seniors are im, 
fine financial position, for the 9.1 per- 
cent.poor and even for those slightly 
above that line, it often can be difficult 
to pay for needed services. 

“Don’t underestimate the element of 
isolation in this formula. Because 
they're not exposed to the community, 
they don’t know what’s out there,” said 
Ms, Correnti. “I don’t really think it’s 
different in Andover but I think 
because children do move away and 
they’re not as active with their parents 
in investing their assets” the parents 
can fall into financial difficulty. 

“A lot of them don’t trust banks 
still,” she said. “We have some clients 
who don’t have a checking account. 

al think it would be helpful if town 
members got involved in seniors’ 
lives,” said Ms. D’Esopo. 

People can volunteer to join services 
such as the “friendly visitor” program, 
where people visit senior’s homes and 
spend time with them.

Blaming isn’t 
a solution 


Newspapers, politicians, the guy 
on the street — it seems people feel 
compelled today to debate if the Unit- 
ed States was justified in dropping 
the atomic bomb on Hiroshima 50 
years ago this week. 

Whether it saved lives of Ameri- 
can servicemen, while killing more 
Japanese soldiers and civilians, or 
not, is not, we believe, a subject wor- 
thy of a lot of energy. 

President Truman made the deci- 
sion to drop it, or President Roo- 
sevelt before him started the A-bomb 
machine moving, and that’s that. It 
happened. The point today is to 
mend war wounds and to do our best 
to avoid other wars. 

Talking about a past war is one 
way of healing wounds, but laying 
blame on one party, or one man is 
senseless. It isn’t going to take back 
the two bombs the U.S. dropped on 
Japan, and it isn’t going to undo the 
48 deaths of Andover soldiers killed 
in World War II. 

The account from this newspaper 
of the end of the war and how 
Andover celebrated 50 years ago is 
moving. In part, the paper reported, 
“Tt came over the radio at 7:00, and as 
the “Star-Spangled Banner” came to 
its stirring end, Andover did just 
what every other country did — went 
slightly and justifiably crazy.”

When doors were unlocked

My husband and I bought a piece 
of pottery — a lovely black and 
brown casserole dish — in Maine last 
weekend. We originally met the pot- 
ter in Andover, fm : :

We 
had never visited his house and 
shed, both at the end of a longish dirt 
road in North Brooksville, Maine. 
He was at home Sunday when we 
visited, but had he not been, we still 
would have been able to look over 
his well displayed pottery in his 
unlocked shed and purchase whatev- 
er we wished. He has carefully writ- 
ten out instructions for a person to 
buy his wares: just fill out a bill of 
sale, include 6 percent sales tax, and 


that’s it, the pottery is yours. He 
even has paper bags and newspapers 
in which to wrap the items, 

“Why doesn’t someone discover 
this system during a visit and then 
come back with a van, back it up to 
the shed and take away all your 
beautiful pottery?” I asked the pot- 
ter. 

“And what would they do with all 
this pottery?” he smiled. 

I guess he has a point, but I still 
couldn’t believe he never has had 
any of his art stolen. 

He doesn’t lock his house, either. 
Our Andover friends with whom we 
were staying in Maine lock their 
house, just as they do their Andover 
house. 

I lock my house and my car, even 
when my car’s in my driveway. 

What’s this all about? It’s about 
how things have changed, about 
how sad it is to be surprised that the 
potter’s honor system works. 

Remember when you could walk 
into just about any church and sit 
down for a quiet moment, even on a 
weekday, when there was no service 
scheduled? Now they're all locked.

50 years ago, 1945 

It came at last - there'd been 
rumors, there’d been false reports, 
there’d been premature excitement, 
and then Andover with the rest of the 
nation seethed internally at the 
Japanese delay, and then settled back 
to just wait patiently for the real 
announcement, It came over the radio 
at 7:00, and as the “Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” came to its stirring end, 
Andover did just what every other 
country did — went slightly and justi- 
fiably crazy. Church bells rang, and 
the fire alarm gave a long triumphant 
blast. Automobile horns joined in the 
chorus, a few prewar fireworks were 
uncovered, what little ammunition 
was available for the old shotgun or 
pistol was soon used up. Crowds gath- 
ered in the square, and the fire sta- 
tion became the noisiest place in 
town. Phillips Academy students 
decided to make a little (noise) and 
soon Chief Eddie Buchan found his 
fire station filled. He let them ring the 
bells and sound the sirens, and after 
they left the town’s youngsters took 
over. 

The next day the town was almost 
dead. No place of business opened up; 
if you wanted a cup of coffee, or some 
gas, or a loaf of bread, or almost 
everything, you were just out of luck 
in Andover. Most of the time was 
spent either in recovering, or in talk- 
ing about how wonderful it would be 
to drive in and say “Fill ’er up” and 
trying to remember what pineapple 
juice tasted like and wondering how 
long it would be before meat would be 
plentiful. 

To most, Japan’s surrender and the 
war’s end meant justifiable cause for 
rejoicing. To some; to those whose 
loved ones had given their lives, it 
meant something different; it meant 
rejoicing of a sterner sort, rejoicing 
that those precious lives had not been 
lost in vain, rejoicing that the Peace 
which had been brought to the world 
had been achieved because their boys 
and thousands of other boys had been 
willing to give everything to achieve 
that Peace. 

In Andover’s memory will long live 
the names of those boys who had laid 
down their lives in the hope that a 
better world would some day come. 
With pride and with humility our 
town pays homage to the 48 young 
men who paid the supreme sacrifice.

Help ‘children deal with | 
pain ee avoid anxiety 


These facts from physicians may 
help parents better recognize and inter- 
pret their child’s pain. 

+ Even very premature babies feel 
pain. Young babies may be more sensi- 
tive to pain because the nerves that 
control pain are not fully developed. 


« Children as young as three years of 


age can identify the intensity of their 
pain, 

-Untreated pain causes anxiety, 
depression, irritability, and exhaus- 
tion, and can slow healing. 

* Giving a child some control over 
treatment usually helps reduce pain. 
For example, a child who decides to sit 
in a chair or lap for an injection proba- 
bly feels less pain than a child who has 
no choices. 

+ Shots such as immunizations, 
blood draws and the starting of intra- 
venous lines can be made less painful 
by using a local anesthetic, such as 
EMLA® (lidocaine 2.5", and prilocaine 
2.5%) Cream, that when applied one or 
two hours prior to a procedure, the 
pain of needles is reduced.

In a national quest to manage 
pain in children, hospitals and commu- 
nity organizations are working togeth- 
er to conduct “Hurt Alert” educational 
activities on pain and pain manage- 
ment. 

Did you know that the best way to 
measure pain is to ask the child how 
much he or she hurts? Children under 
four years of age can often tell us that 
they are hurting. However, they can- 
not say how much pain they feel. 

Children over four years of age can 
often say how they feel by using the 
Poker Chip method. Children are 
asked to say how many “pieces of hurt” 
they feel. One chip is “just a little 
hurt.” The second chip is a “little more 
hurt.” The third chip is “more hurt.” 
The fourth chip is “the most hurt you 
can have.”

“Essentially if we deposed him he’d have 
to reveal the reasons for the discharge and 
that’s what they don’t want to do,” said Mr.

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Heart weathers ups and downs of dieting | 


Temporary weight loss may improve overall cardiovascular risk factors in the obese 


CHICAGO — Yo-Yo dieting doesn’t 
damage the heart and may actually 
have some benefit, according to an 
article in the July 10 issue of the 
AMA’s Archives of Internal 
Medicine. 

Rena R. Wing, Ph.D., from the 
University of Pittsburgh School of 
Medicine in Pennsylvania, and col- 
leagues studied the cardiovascular 
risk factors of weight cycling (weight 
loss followed by weight gain) in 158 
overweight people 

The researchers found that: peo- 
ple who initially lost 20 pounds or 
more (large cyclers) and then 
regained it, had similar cardiovascu- 
lar risk factors at month 80 as those 
who had no change in weight; people 
who lost weight decreased their risk 
factors in proportion to the magni- 
tude of weight loss; people who 
gained weight had worse cardiovas- 
cular risk factors; and, in general, 
cardiovascular risk factors at month 
30 were related to the net weight 
loss achieved and not the route 
taken to achieve the weight loss. 

The researchers write: “Our data

The subjects participated ina 
weight loss and maintenance pro- 
gram involving moderate changes in 
diet and exercise. Every six months 
for 80 months, the participants were 
tested for cholesterol levels, blood 
pressure, waist-to-hip ratio, and per- 
cent of body fat. The participants 
were then divided into seven groups 
according to their weight-change 
patterns: steady weight loss of dif- 
ferent magnitudes (small success, 
large success), weight gain, no 
change in weight, and different 
weight cycling patterns (arge 
cyclers, small cyclers, partial 
cyclers), 

Of significant interest to the 
researchers was the finding that 
weight cyclers showed improvement 
in cardiovascular risk factors during 
the initial months when they were

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Science links vitamins to health benefits 


(NU) - When most of us were kids, 
the nutrition message was simple. 
“Eat foods from the four food groups.” 

With some refinement in today’s 
food pyramid, emerging science sup- 
ports the wisdom of this common- 
sense advice. Abundant scientific 
research confirms the important role 
nutrients can play in helping to 
ensure your good health. 

If you’re concerned about whether 
youre meeting your nutritional needs 
with the food you select, you’re not 
alone. The Council For Responsible 
Nutrition has responded to some com- 
monly asked questions about nutri- 
tion and health. 

Q: I’ve read that vitamins and 
minerals may protect against 
some diseases. Is this based on 
scientific evidence? 


A: Yes. Although chronic diseases 
have many causes, studies show that 
certain nutrients may have a valu- 
able protective effect. 

Calcium, along with other miner- 
als, vitamin D and regular exercise, 
can decrease the risk of osteoporosis, 
a disease which weakens bones. 


Antioxidants such as vitamins C, B 


and beta carotene may offset damage 
from unstable compounds, or free 
radicals, in the body and may reduce 
the risk of some types of cancer and 
cataracts. And vitamin E can help 
lower the risk of heart disease. 
Q: Are there lifestyle circum- 
stances that increase nutrient 
needs? 

A: Yes. Here are some examples: 

* Women of childbearing age 
should have 400 meg of folic acid a

process,” said Ms, Clopper. “Working in concert 
with the rehabilitation team — which includes 
physical and occupational therapists, speech and 
language pathologists, physicians, nurses and 
social workers — patients establish long-term goals.

“One of our most important roles is to instill 
hope,” Ms. Clopper continued. “People are often 
devastated if they're suffered a stroke or other 
major trauma.

at the whole picture, talking to 
patients and their families to 
determine all the concerns, such 
as other health or emotional 
issues. All of these are factored 
into the program established for 
the patient. Weekly or even daily meetings by the 
Osgood team monitor the patient’s progress. If 
something isn’t working, what changes or new 
approach should be used? 

The final consideration of the therapy program 
is the return home. The Osgood team evaluates the 
patient’s surroundings, often suggesting modifica- 
tions to ensure a safe, comfortable and workable 
environment. 

“Success of a therapy program is often measured 
in simple victories,” said Ms. Clopper. “For exam- 
ple, one patient in his mid-60s had suffered a

stroke that left him with a left-side weakness and 
perceptual difficulties. He spent three weeks at the 
unit, learning such self-care abilities as how to use 
one-arm techniques to transfer from a sitting to a 
standing position and how to compensate for per- 
ceptual problems by focusing differently.” 

Some patients experience complete recovery. Ms. 
Clopper noted that recently one woman who had 
undergone surgery was unable to get out of bed or 
sit up when she started the program. When she left 
two weeks later she walked unaided from the third 
floor to her car and went home. 

The Osgood Rehabilitation Unit deals with a

Study reconfirms: Quitting smoking 


Effects of quitting seen 
as soon as five years 
after last cigarette 


CHICAGO—A study of 7,264 mid- 
dle-aged men in Britain reinforces 
the finding that quitting smoking 
greatly reduces the risk of stroke in 
later life, according to an article in a 
recent issue of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

5. Goya Wannamethee, Ph.D., from 
the Department of Public Health at 
the Royal Free Hospital School of 
Medicine in London, England, and 
colleagues point out that while previ- 
ous smaller studies have indicated 
quitting smoking 
reduces risk of stroke: 

“The time required for 

those who give up smoking to 
decrease their excess risk of stroke 
and the effect of the number of ciga- 
rettes smoked in the past have sel- 
dom been examined in detail.” 

In the study, the men, ages 40 to 
59, were followed for an average of 
12.75 years, They were divided into 
several categories: current light ciga- 
rette smokers (smoking less than a 


pack a day), moderate cigarette 
smokers (smoking a pack a day), 
heavy cigarette smokers (smoking 
more than a pack a day), former ciga- 
rette smokers, former cigarette smok- 
ers who became pipe or cigar smok- 
ers, those who always smoked pipes 
or cigars, and those who never 
smoked anything at all. 

During the follow-up period, there 
were 199 strokes among the men who 
were studied, When analyzing those 
among the group who had strokes, 
researchers found that current smok- 
ers had a fourfold increase in the risk 
of stroke. The risk increased with the 
increase in the number of cigarettes 
smoked. However, Wannamethee says 
the increase was not statistically sig- 
nificant,

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Those who converted from ciga- 
rette smoking to cigar or pipe smok- 
ing showed a significantly greater 
risk of stroke than those who had 
never smoked, and the risk was simi- 
lar to that of current light smokers. 

Those who always smoked pipes or 
cigars also showed increased risk of 
stroke, but compared with never 
smokers, the increase was not signifi- 
cant, Wannamethee says this may 
possibly be due to the small number 
of cigar and pipe smokers in the sam- 
ple. 

The researchers also found that 
the men with high blood pressure 
who smoked had almost 20 times the 
rate of stroke as those without high 
blood pressure who never smoked, 

They write that: “...Giving up 
smoking is associated with a consid- 
erable reduction in risk of stroke, and 
the benefit seems to be apparent 
within five years. Whether

CHICAGO—A study of 7,264 mid- 
dle-aged men in Britain reinforces 
the finding that quitting smoking 
greatly reduces the risk of stroke in 
later life, according to an article in a 
recent issue of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

S. Goya Wannamethee, Ph.D., from 
the Department of Public Health at 
the Royal Free Hospital School of 
Medicine in London, England, and 
colleagues point out that while previ- 
ous smaller studies have indicated 
quitting smoking 
reduces risk of stroke: 

“The time required for 

those who give up smoking to 
decrease their excess risk of stroke 
and the effect of the number of ciga- 
rettes smoked in the past. have sel- 
dom been examined in detail.” 

In the study, the men, ages 40 to 
59, were followed for an average of 
12.75 years. They were divided into 
several categories: current light ciga- 
rette smokers (smoking less than a 


pack a day), moderate cigarette 
smokers (smoking a pack a day), 
heavy cigarette smokers (smoking 
more than a pack a day), former ciga- 
rette smokers, former cigarette smok- 
ers who became pipe or cigar smok- 
ers, those who always smoked pipes 
or cigars, and those who never 
smoked anything at all. 

During the follow-up period, there 
were 199 strokes among the men who 
were studied. When analyzing those 
among the group who had strokes, 
researchers found that current smok- 
ers had a fourfold increase in the risk 
of stroke. The risk increased with the 
increase in the number of cigarettes 
smoked, However, Wannamethee says

(NU) - Just 12 years ago, fewer 
than 1,500 Americans were infected 
with measles. 

By now, it ought to be a disease of 
the past, right? 

Not so. By 1990, measles was 
infecting about 27,000 Americans 
each year, causing pain, disfiguration 
and death — much of it to infants who 
were left unvaccinated. 

Our immunization record is worse 
than any Western Hemisphere coun- 
try except Bolivia and Haiti. 

To fight this problem, the Surgeon 
General has set a goal for immuniz- 
ing 90 percent of 2-year-olds by the 
year 2000.

After hospitalization 

Elders who are recovering from 
hospitalization are generally entitled 
to the assistance of a visiting nurse 
or home health aide for a defined 
period of time if this is deemed neces- 
sary by a physician. 

However, when the elder is leaving 
the hospital, it is important to dis- 
cuss the options with the social work- 
er or discharge planner in the hospi- 
tal who makes the actual arrange- 
ments about the elderly patient’s ser- 
vices. This is important because how 
the services are written for a nursing 
home placement or home health care 
services determines who will pay for 
them, the patient directly or 
Medicare and the supplementary 
insurance the elder may already 
have. 


Assisted living 

Assisted living offers a living 
arrangement that is between being at 
home and in a nursing home. It gen- 
erally offers housing, security and 
support services, such as help with 
dressing and taking medications, and 
meals in a central dining room for a 
lower cost than a nursing home tariff. 
With a nurse and personal care 
attendants on duty 24 hours a day, 
such a complex can offer more securi- 
ty for a senior than living alone.

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An example of an assisted-living 
complex is Heritage in North 
Andover, which currently is building 
100 assisted-living apartments with 
occupancy available in early 
September. 

Prices will run from studio apart- 
ments at $2,700 per month; one-bed- 
room apartments from $2,900 to 
$3,500; and two-bedroom apartments 
from $3,400 to $3,700, said Chris 
Mitchell, director of marketing of 
A.D.S. Senior Housing.

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Survey reveals ear infections are reason for many mothers missing work - 


(NUI) - As the new year starts, 
parents should be ready to protect 
themselves and their children against 
some common ailments. Typical child- 
hood respiratory and ear infections, 
prevalent among children from infan- 
cy to seven years, can mean lost time 
from day care or school for kids and 
lost work time for mothers. 

A national survey conducted by 
The Gallup Organization found that a 
majority of working mothers (58 per- 
cent) indicate they miss work as a 
result of their child’s respiratory or 
ear infection. On average, working 
mothers miss nearly three days of 
work a year, and one in five (20 per- 
cent) miss an entire work week (five 
days) or more. 

Nearly three-quarters of mothers 
(72 percent) with children ages 6 
months to 7 years report that their 
children experienced at least one res- 
piratory or ear infection in the past 
year. Almost half of these children (45 
percent) have had two or more 
episodes, with an average of 2.38 res- 
piratory and ear infections per year. 
Parents know 

“Parents are acutely aware of the 
impact of respiratory and ear infec- 
tions on their children. It keeps them 


from work and their children out of 
school or day care. This has become a 
major medical problem in the United 
States,” said Manford Gooch ITI, 
M.D., department of pediatrics, 
Primary Children’s Medical Center, 
Salt Lake City. 

“After the common cold, acute oti- 
tis media, an inflammation of the 
middle ear, is the most common rea- 
son for taking a child to see a physi- 
cian. By the age of 3, more than 80 
percent of children will experience at 
least one ear infection. Nearly half of 
these children will have four or more 
ear infections by the time they are 3,” 
Gooch said. 

The survey indicates that during a 
typical year, children’s infections 
require an average of 2.1 prescrip- 


tions. Nearly half of the mothers (47 
percent) note that even after treat- 
ment with prescription antibiotics, 
their children still experienced the 
symptoms. 

Just over half of the mothers (59 
percent) were satisfied with the pre- 
scription medication used to treat 
their child’s respiratory or ear infec- 
tion. Almost one-quarter (23 percent) 
believe the prescription helped, but 
did not work fast enough, and the 
same proportion (23 percent) believe 
that it helped, but only for a short 
time. 

“One problem in treating ear and 
other respiratory infections is the 
germs that cause these illnesses have 
gradually become resistant to the 
antibiotics commonly used to treat

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them,” said Gooch. “As a result, even 
children who appear to be cured after 
being treated with a standard antibi- 
otic may have a recurrence of the 
same infection a week or two later.” 


New treatment 

The newest antibiotic for children, 
Biaxinr (clarithromycin) for oral sus- 
pension, gives pediatricians another 
weapon in their arsenal to treat infec- 
tions in children because it is effec- 
tive against a broad spectrum of 
pathogens responsible for pediatric 
infections and because it does not 
cause the same gastrointestinal side 
effects as many other antibiotics. 
Biaxin for oral suspension does not 
require refrigeration and can be 
taken without regard to meals. It is 
available in fruit-punch and vanilla 
flavors. 

The survey, based on 601 inter- 
views with mothers of children aged 6 
months to 7 years, measured the 
prevalence of respiratory and ear 
infections suffered by children in this 
age group over the past 12 months. 
Three out of five mothers interviewed 
were employed outside the home; 40 
percent of these mothers worked full 
time.

(NU) - If you ‘re eilike most able 
you occasionally experience minor — 
but frustrating — memory lapses, 
like forgetting people’s names or 
misplacing objects such as car keys. 

Scientists still do not know what 
causes this common, age-related 
memory decline. Recently, however, 
researchers found that granular 
lecithin supplements can decrease 
such lapses and improve memory. 

Over the years, mounting evi- 
dence has suggested that lecithin 
can improve memory and learning 
in animals and humans. In a recent 
study, 61 people, ages 50 to 80, took 
either a placebo or two tablespoons 
of granular lecithin each day for five 
weeks. Before and after the study 
period, participants took memory 
tests and kept diaries of memory 
lapses, such as forgetting names, 
misplacing things or having a word 
“on the tip of the tongue.” 


Those who took the lecithin 
reported a significant decrease in 
memory lapses, from 35 to 19 per 
week, compared to those who took 
the placebo. A larger follow-up study 
on 117 people, ages 35 to 80, con- 
firmed the earlier findings. The sec- 
ond study further showed the 
youngest participants (ages 35 to 
49) improved the most, but all age 
groups had significantly fewer mem- 
ory lapses.

The researchers, Dr. Florence 
Safford of Florida International 
University and Dr. Barry Baumel of 
the Neuromedical Centers of South 
Florida, suggested that lecithin 
might benefit memory by enabling 
certain nerves to better transmit 
signals. Also, since lecithin is an 
important building block in nerve 
membranes, it might help maintain 
nerve structure as a person ages. 

Safford and Baumel concluded 
that “the cost of lecithin is so low, 
the negative side effects so minimal, 
and the potential benefits so posi- 
tive that we would recommend try- 
ing the use of lecithin granules as 
food supplements to all persons 
experiencing memory problems.” 
Their studies did not address people 
experiencing illnesses such as 
Parkinson’s or Alzheimer’s disease. 

The richest food sources of 
lecithin are eggs, red meats and 
nuts. Some experts have noted that, 
in our efforts to cut back on such 
fatty foods, we may be unintention- 
ally decreasing lecithin intake to 
suboptimal levels. 

Eliminating an egg from the daily 
diet, for example, results in one- 
third less total lecithin for the day, 
on average. For people concerned 
about getting an adequate intake of 
lecithin, granular supplements like 
those used in the study are avail- 
able in health food and drug stores.

n a recent survey of the general 

public’s perceptions about stroke 

less than half of the respondents 

could name one warning sign of 
stroke — the nation’s third leading 
cause of death and the leading cause 
of disability. The survey was commis- 
sioned by the American Heart 
Association. 

In addition to measuring the gen- 
eral public’s understanding of stroke 
warning signals, the survey evaluat- 
ed the public’s perceptions of stroke’s 
effects, response to stroke and beliefs 
about responsibility for stroke. 

These survey results point to a 
“critical lack of awareness and under- 
standing among the general public 
about the severity of stroke — or brain 
attack — and how individuals can 
reduce their risk of having a stroke,” 
says Suzanne Oparil, M.D., president 
of the American Heart Association. 

Some 43 percent of those surveyed 
did not know even one warning sign 
of stroke. According to the AHA, the 
warning signs associated with stroke 
are: 

¢ Sudden weakness or numbness 
of the face, arm or leg on one side of 
the body

* Sudden dimness or loss of vision,

* Loss of speech or trouble talking 
or understanding speech 

* Sudden severe headaches with 
no apparent cause

As for perceptions of stroke’s 
effects, 79 percent of people surveyed 
associate stroke with paralysis or 
weakening. However, other common 
effects of stroke are: neglect of the 
recovering side, trouble understand- 
ing speech, difficulty in talking or 
communicating, memory lapses and 
problems performing tasks. 

Only 29 percent of those surveyed 
would call “911” or go to an emer- 
gency room for unexplained dizziness 
and lost vision in one eye that lasts

ommends that anyone experiencing 
stroke warnings call an ambulance 
and get to a hospital as soon as possi- 
ble to minimize brain injury. 

“Heart attack and brain attack — 
or stroke — are diseases of the circula- 
tory system caused by the blocking or 
rupturing of arteries,” Dr, Oparil 
says. “If an artery leading to the 
heart is blocked, a heart attack 
occurs, If the same thing happens in 
an artery leading to the brain, a 
brain attack occurs and brain cells 
begin to die within minutes. That is 
why immediate medical attention is 
crucial.” 

While certain stroke risk factors 
such as age, gender and family histo- 
ry are uncontrollable, there are a 
number of risk factors that are con- 
trollable, says Dr. Oparil. Yet survey 
findings show less than half — 46 per-

their habits or behavior strongly 
influences their stroke risk. 

“You can reduce your risk for 
stroke and heart attack if you main- 
tain proper blood pressure, quit 
smoking, exercise, cut your fat intake 
and watch your weight,” says James 
T. Robertson, M.D., chairman of the 
American Heart Association Stroke 
Council. “These changes are especial- 
ly important if you are African- 
American, because African-Americans 
have more than twice the risk of hav- 
ing a stroke than their white counter- 
parts.” 

The survey, which was part of a 
larger study commissioned by the 
AHA, included telephone interviews 
with 200 men and women. 

The AHA will use the survey find- 
ings to plan and develop new pro- 
grams to help stroke survivors and 
their families.

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Baseball and 


(NAPS)—Baseball is America’s 
favorite pastime, providing some of 


childhood’s most cherished dreams of 
glory. In the pursuit of those dreams, 


playing baseball may also result in 
some classic foot and ankle injuries. 

Here’s some information to help 
you recognize common baseball 
injuries and expert advice about how 
to treat them from the American 
Podiatric Medical Association: 

¢ Contusions occur when the 


inevitable baseball slams into a play- 


er’s foot and ankle or when he or she 
is sliding toward a base. Ice packs 


and a few days rest usually help con- 


tusions or bruises feel better. 

e Sprains and fractures, also 
known as stretched or torn liga- 
ments, can happen while running for 
a base or pivoting to make a play. 
Both can cause extensive swelling 
around the ankle. Immediate treat- 
ment from a podiatric physician is 
crucial to quick healing since frac- 
tures usually require casting. After a 
sprain or fracture, a podiatrist can 
prescribe a rehabilitative regimen to 
restore strength to the injured area. 

e Plantar fasciitis is something 
catchers are particularly susceptible 


to. This arch pain, commonly traced 
to an inflammation called plantar 
fasciitis, is found on the bottom of the 
foot. A podiatrist can evaluate arch 
pain and may prescribe customized 
shoe inserts to alleviate pain. 

¢ Heel spur syndrome occurs when 
the plantar tendon pulls at its attach- 
ment to the heel bone and this area 
of the heel calcifies to form a spur. 
With proper warm-up and supportive 
shoes the ligament strain can be 
reduced. 

¢ Achilles tendinitis or aggravation 
of the Achilles tendon, is caused by 
the stop and start of baseball.

Treat 
shin pain with cold compresses 
immediately after a game to reduce 
inflammation. Proper stretching and 
strengthening exercises should pre- 
vent shin splints.

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Women’s oral health: 
Hormones make the difference 


( NAPS )—What do teenage girls, 
young mothers-to-be and menopausal 
and post-menopausal women have in 
common? All undergo hormonal fluc- 
tuations that can dramatically affect 
their dental health . 

The American Dental Association 
recommends that women be aware of 
their oral health during their various 
life stages and that they talk freely 
with their dentist on how best to care 
for their teeth and gums. 

During puberty, a young woman 
may experience an increase in gum 
disease (gingivitis) that is associated 
with her rise in sex hormones. 
Rigorous oral hygiene and preventive 
dental care is necessary to cope with 
this “puberty gingivitis.” 

Many women also may experience 
oral changes during menstruation, 
including swollen gums, oral herpes, 
canker sores and even swollen sali- 
vary glands. 

Women using birth control pills, an 
estimated eight to ten million 
American women today, also experi- 
ence oral changes such as extreme 
gum inflammation or gums that have

abnormal pigmentation. A woman 
should always tell her dentist if she 
is taking oral contraceptives, since 
many drugs, including antibiotics 
commonly prescribed in dentistry, can 
interact with “the pill” to make it 
ineffective. 

Mothers-to-be during this time of 
hormonal change often develop “preg- 
nancy gingivitis,” suffering from 
inflamed, red and often bleeding 
gums. Pregnant patients may have 
sensitive gums and may neglect 
brushing during pregnancy — a real 
mistake. Good oral hygiene and regu- 
lar visits to the dentist are essential 


for mothers-to-be. 

The popular notions that every 
pregnancy causes a “lost tooth” or 
that the baby draws calcium directly 
from the mother’s teeth are not true. 
It is important that the mother-to-be 
maintain a healthy diet and rigorous 
oral hygiene, both for her own oral 
health and, in the case of diet for the 
development of sound dentition in the 
child, 

Pregnant women should not forego 
routine dental care, although the 
dentist may advise the pregnant 
patient to avoid elective treatment 
during the first three months of preg-

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Yeast infection treatment: Clearing through the clutter 


(NU) - As a woman, there’s a good 
chance you'll experience a yeast infec- 
tion at least once in you life. In fact,

What should [ look for in a yeast 
infection treatment? 

A recent national survey reveals 
that women are most concerned with 
finding a medication that will quickly 
relieve their symptoms and cure the 
infection, and deliver treatment with 
minimal side effects. 

Based on women’s preferences, 
what medication would you rec- 
ommend for your patients? 

Most patients have found that 
localized, topical prescription treat- 
ment of yeast infections is highly 
effective and, depending on the indi 
vidual, physicians may find it prefer- 
able to use an oral systemic treat- 
ment, 


These medications, which are avail- 


able either in a topical vaginal cream 
or suppository, provide women with 
localized treatment and fast relief of 
symptoms, with a high cure rate and 
few side effects. 

While prescription antifungal med- 
ication is now available in an oral 
form to treat vaginal yeast infections, 
it needs to be used with caution when 
taken with certain other medication

patients to take these preventive mea- 


sures: 

* Wear cotton-crotch pantyhose 
and/or cotton panties. 

* Avoid tight-fitting clothes, 

* Change out of damp bathing 
suits or exercise clothes as soon as 
possible. 

¢ Avoid vaginal sprays, powders or 
douches. 

¢ Wipe away from the vagina after 
a bowel movement. 

¢ Have your sexual partner use a 
condom. 

* Cut down on sweets and milk 
products. 

Do you have any other advice? 

Yes. Consult a physician or health 
care provider, who can answer your 
personal questions and help you 
decide which treatment is best. 


Talk to your doctor 


A recent Mycelex-7/Gallup suryey 
of 1,000 women found that one-third 
felt uncomfortable addressing inti- 
mate or sexual issues with their 
physicians and 40 percent were 
reluctant to discuss family concerns. 

“Communicating is critical to your 
physical and mental health,” says 
Ramona Slupik, M.D., Northwestern 
University Medical School. Some 
advice on how to address very per- 
sonal issues, or even seemingly sim- 
ple ones: 

¢ Write down difficult questions 
in advance, and bring your notes 
along.

° Review confusing technical 
terms or instructions before the visit 
ends -- you might even ask the doc- 
tor to summarize the discussion.

Hormone replacement therapy not linked to breast cancer 


More research is needed on 
the long-term effects of 
estrogen-progestin therapy 


CHICAGO—Middle-aged women 
who take estrogen or a combination 
of estrogen and progestin as hormone 
replacement therapy (HRT) apparent- 
ly do not face an increased risk of 
breast cancer, according to an article 
in a recent issue of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 

Janet L. Stanford, Ph.D., from the 
Division of Public Health Sciences at 
the Fred Hutchinson Cancer 
Research Center in Seattle, 
Washington, and colleagues studied 
the medical histories of 1,029 women 
in northwestern Washington State. 

The women were 50-64 years of 
age. More than half (537) had been 
diagnosed with breast cancer and 
were listed as the case group. The 
remaining 492 women did not have a 
history of breast cancer and were 
randomly selected as the control 
group.

Editorial: HRT and Breast 
Cancer - A Remaining 
Controversy? 

In an accompanying editorial in 
this week’s JAMA, Hans-Olov Adami, 
M.D., Ph.D., from Harvard 
University in Boston, Mass., and 
Ingemar Persson, M.D., Ph.D., from 
University Hospital in Uppsala, 
Sweden, write: “More epidemiologic 
data on breast cancer risk are clearly 
needed, Despite considerable scientif- 
ic efforts, we know surprisingly little 
about long-term effects of combined 
estrogen-progestin treatment. New 
information should become available 
shortly because several large studies 
are in progress, both in the United 
States and elsewhere ... For now, the 
aggregate of the epidemiologic evi- 
dence is reassuring; we can feel a 
great deal of confidence that the net 
effect of hormone replacement with 
regard to length and quality of life is 
beneficial, This confidence should

One limitation of this study was 
the ability to characterize risk related 
to long-term use of combination HRT 
because of the relative newness of 
this regimen. The researchers con- 
clude: “If breast cancer incidence is 
affected by the use of estrogen-prog- 
estin HRT, but if such an effect 
requires 10-20 years to become mani- 
fest, our study could not identily such 
an effect. Future studies will be 
required to assess this issue and to
